The President did not want to 
make the speech. 

He felt that a “‘State of the Un- 
ion’” address, coming on top .of 
the Middle Eastern request, and 
on the day of Britain’s change of 
prime ministers, would be an 
anticlimax. 

But his staff felt he ought to 
carry on ‘“‘tradition.”’ 

Actually, it was Woodrow Wil- 
son who established the ‘‘tradi- 
tion,”’ if it be one, of the presi- 
dent making a personal appear- 
ance and reading his own manu- 
script. It was Franklin D. Roose- 
velt who liked doing so, making 
of each appearance a dramatic 
event. 


The President, feels, quite prop- 
erly, he must have the congres- 
sional approval for his power to 
use troops in the Middle East if 
Communist aggression develops 
there. What will be done with 
the Russian influence already 
there, firmly based in Syria and 
Egypt, none now may say. 


Fence-Mending 


The White House now is en- 
gaged in mending fences, and in 
recouping from a bit of political 
bad luck. The President pos- 
sesses all the powers he needs 
to use’ troops. But his hand would 
be stronger in diplomacy with the 
Middle Eastern nations if Con- 
gress backed him. And, too, the 
administration is uneasy because 
much of its leadership was so 
strongly critical of presidential 
use of authority, without congres- 
sional assent, during the Roose- 
velt and Truman days. President 
Eisenhower now must know he 
was wrong, in his first years, not 
to use the power of office given 
him by the Constitution. 


During the autumn campaign 
the Middle East blew up despite 
the fact the administration bland- 
ly was assuring the nation that 
news from that area was ‘‘good.”’ 
The “State of the Union’ speech 
revealed concern about inflation. 
This, too, is a political chicken 
come home to roost. During the 
campaign, GOP speakers, notably 
Gov. Dewey of New York, took 
the lead in what was an untruth- 
ful assertion—namely, that the 
GOP had stopped inflation and 
the rise in the cost of living. 


FRS Money Policy 


Today, the President properly 
is concerned. He has ordered a 
congressional investigation which 
will center around the Federal 
Reserve System money policy. 
Happily that hearing will be in 
good hands. There are those in 
both parties, and some of the 
more insistent are Republicans, 
who would like to destroy the in- 
dependent status of the FRS. 
They would make it more of an 
instrument of administrative pol- 
icy—and politics. This, if it 
should ever occur, would be a 
disaster. The proposed hearings 
will not be controlled by persons 
who are enemies of the FRS. 
This may prove beneficial to the 
central bank, about which the 
average citizen is scarcely 
aware. 

The presidential emphasis was 
on the prosperous state of the 
union. But his worry showed 
through despite the fact his ad- 
dress deliberately was composed 
in generalities and recapitula- 
tions of old declarations. 

The Eisenhower mind likely 
was on the events in Britain. 

He does not dislike Sir An- 
thony Eden. But he was “‘hurt”’ 
with him because of the action 
with the French in invading the 
Suez Canal area. There was little 
chance that Egypt, which was the 
really double-dealing nation in 
the whole affair, would negotiate 
with an Eden government. The 
Eden retirement, and his replace- 
ment by an old friend of the 
President, makes more likely a 


settlement in the Middle East.

Buses Asked 
In Alabama 


Compiled From Wire Reports 
Reported efforts to organize a 


Friday in the wake of racial vio- 
lence that left that city without 
public transportation for the sec- 
ond day. 


The only exising busline, Mont- 
gomery City Lines, Inc., was or- 
dered-by the city commission to 
suspend service indefinitely Thurs- 
day after four Negro churches 
and the homes of two pro-integra- 
tion ministers were bombed. 

Buses have been targets of vio- 
lent attacks, toc, since seyrega- 
tion was abolished Dec. 21 under 
federal court order. Five buses 
have been ambushed with gun- 
fire, one of them twice, and a 
Negro woman passenger was shot 
in both legs. 


Meanwhile, in Chattanooga, 
in a culvert 
hurled two gasoline-filled bottles 
at a Chattanooga bus near Ross- 


ville, Ga., a suburb. 


Walker County, Ga., Sheriff 
John Brock said driver Frank 
Bailey reported he was making 
his final run when the bottles, 
which Russian guerrillas called 
‘Molotov Cocktails’’ in World 
War Il, were thrown. One hit the 
road in front of the bus and the 
other bounced off the rear bump- 
er without doing damage. Six or 
seven white passengers were on 
the bus at the time.

Cook Asking 


Attorney General Eugene Cook 
disclosed Friday he has drafted 
a resolution for the new Legislature 
asking the Department of Justice 
to put the NAACP on its sub- 
versive list. 

Cook said he would ask Gov. 
Griffin to submit the proposal to 
the General Assembly. 

The resolution declares that a 
large number of the NAACP’s of- 
ficials and officers have been 
cited by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities as having 
Communist-front ties. 

These charges were set forth in a 
speech Cook made two years ago 
to the Peace Officers Assn. 

Cook said he would also include 
a provision charging the NAACP 
with ‘provoking racial strife” in 
Georgia and the South. 

It says in part: 

“The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People should be classified as a 
subversive organization so that it 
may be kept under the proper sur- 
veillance and that all citizens may 
have ample warning of the danger 
to our way of life which lurks in 
such organizations.”’ 

The resolution, if approved by 
the Legislature, will be forwarded 
to Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. It would have no 
other effect than a “request.”

Negro Leaders Here 
Ask Brownell Meeting

Southern Negro leaders, meeting here to plan their 
integration push, Friday requested a conference with 
U.S. Atty. Gen. Brownell to discuss the Justice depart- 
ment’s responsibility in racial disorders. 


A telegram was sent to Brown- 
ell at the closing session of the 
first meeting of the Southern 
Leaders Conference on Trans- 
portation and Non-violent Inte- 
gration. 


ASK INTERVIEW 


The conference said in a pre- 
pared statement that leaders re- 
quested an interview to discuss 
the department’s responsibility 
‘in maintaining order in several 
areas where Negroes and whites 
who stand up for justice fear for 
their lives.”’ 


The conference also wired 
President Eisenhower a request 
to make a ‘“‘major speech in a 
major Southern city urging all 
Southerners to accept and abide 
by’’ the Supreme Court’s segre- 
gation decisions. 

The conference received a tele- 
gram from Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt suggesting ‘‘an appeal to the 
President since this is a Supreme 
Court order.’’ 

However, conference leaders 
said they had wired the President 
before receiving Mrs. Roosevelt's 
telegram. 


CALL ON NIXON 


In another telegram, the con- 
ference urged Vice President 
Nixon to make a tour of the 
South. Conference leaders said it 
could be ‘‘similar to the one he 
made on behalf of Hungarian 
refugees.”’ 


The Negro group told Nixon 
that through such a trip he could 
‘‘report to the President and the 
American people the economic 
boycotts, reprisals, bombing and 
violence directed against the per- 
sons and homes of Negroes who 
assert their rights... .” |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11—Sen. 
Russell promised tonight to fight 
a second attempt to limit Senate 
debate ‘‘just as long as I can 
stand and fight.’’

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Common Sense Is 
Victor in Bus Row 


Atlanta has again demogstrated char- 
acteristic common sense in its adherence 
to the constitutional principles of law in 
handling the segregation incident just 
concluded in the field of public transpor- 
tation. 

Warrants on six of Atlanta’s lead- 
ing Negro ministers have been issued and 
bonds made. Presumably, routine indict- 
ments by the grand jury will follow and 
the cases will move through the courts 
for final adjudication. Similar action in 
federal courts is anticipated. 


Commendations are in order not only 
for officials of the bus company and the 
police department, but also for the people 
of both races in general. None of these 
allowed inflammatory agents to influence 
them and at no time was the situation 
near being out of hand. The only near 
hysteria in evidence was confined to the 
state administration, but even it could not 
express itself harmfully because of the 
common sense of the Atlanta people and 
its agencies. 


The ministers themselves are a part 
of this picture. They are, of course, sub- 
ject to criticism and were rightfully criti- 
cized. The Atlanta Constitution thought 
and said that their actions were ill-timed 
and ill-advised. Nevertheless, it should be 
borne in mind they have for many years 
been a part of our city and its common 
sense and its good race relations. In jus- 
tice to these men, it must be said that they 
acted in apparent good faith according to 
what they felt was required of them. They 
are men of character and good standing. 


Having criticized them, and still stand- 
ing on that criticism, we feel it impera= 
tive to keep the picture in perspective and 
in balance by this comment.

Equalized Tax Burden 
Is the Only Fair Way 


If the State Revenue Department does 
not have authority to enforce a more 
equitable assessment of property from 
county to county, then who does? Only a 
few counties have even made an attempt. 


The Fulton County Grand Jury, in 
its recent presentments, declared that the 
lack of equalization in property evalua- 
tion is because “the law as set out in Sec- 
tion 92-7002, requiring the State Reve- 
nue Commission to require a uniform as- 
sessment of property in all the state is 
not being enforced.” 


Revenue Commissioner Williams is 
right in saying that the state is virtually 
out of property taxation, getting only a 
quarter of a mill per thousand dollars of 
valuation. He is most emphatically 
wrong, however, in saying that unequal- 
ized assessment between one county and 
another does not cause any county ma- 
terially to carry an unjust share of the 
state tax burden or that the state has no 
responsibility for tax equalization. : 

State school funds, for instance, are 
apportioned on a formula which considers 
local property values. This results in some 
counties getting away with paying as lit- 
tle as 5 per cent of local school costs. 
The difference is paid by those counties 
who do try to foot their share of the 
bills—locally and at the state level. 


No one argues that property values 
can be or should be uniform everywhere. 
There are many factors which enter into 
a determination of value. But until the 
present ridiculous inequities are erased, 
the burden on state government and on 
the counties and cities where realistic as- 
sessments have had to be undertaken will 
increase. 

We agree with the Fulton jury that 
“The law requiring uniform assessments 
should be enforced, if it is enforceable; 
but if it is not enforceable, we believe it 
should be amended so as to enable the 
commission to enforce it.”

The Move To Limit Debate 
In Senate Is Not Justifiable 


A great deal of foolishness is being talked in Washington by 
some senators who want to end the Senate’s historic—and jealously 
guarded—right to unlimited debate. Most of the nonsense revolves 
about some misconceptions about democracy and majority rule. 


The basic misconception, we 
think, is that majority rule is al- 
ways the wisest rule. Men of 
experience know, to be sure, that 
this is not always the case. 

A simple majority can pass a 
bill in Congress, but it takes a 
two-thirds vote to override a 
presidential veto. When any civil 
offiter is impeached, the evidence 
must be such as to convince two- 
thirds of the senators that the 
man is guilty or he goes free. 


There is neither moral nor legal 
ground for the belief that the 
might of the simple majority 
must rule. 

Now it may be, as Sens. Morse 
and Humphrey and Douglas de- 
clare, that to’ curb by simple 
majority vote the right of sena- 
tors to talk out as long as ‘they 
can stand up will enable the 
Senate to get about its business 
more quickly. 

Even if one accepted haste as 
a requirement of good legisla- 
tion, the record does not bear out 
the senators’ conclusion. During 
the last two Congresses the 
Senate passed some bills the 
enemies of the filibuster were 
themselves’ quick to» filibuster 
about. Sen. Morse set a 22 hours 
and 26 minutes record and no- 
body tried to curb him. 

That the senators preferred not 
to invoke cloture was a measure 
of the Senate’s tolerance, to be 


sure. But it was also a measure 
of the Senate’s wisdom; for what 
the Senate does to silence one 
senator today it can do to silence 
other senators tomorrow. 

It is certainly true that quite 
frequently filibustering senators 
are more windy than enlighten- 
ing and their restive fellows 
must sometimes wonder at the 
price they pay for the privilege 
of unlimited debate. But we would 
judge that they will find it small 
compared to the costly alterna- 
tive of the simple majority. That 
alternative would permit half the 
members of the U.S. Senate to en- 
force silence—no matter how im- 
portant the issue—on the other 
half of the U.S. Senate less one.

What is the most important possession of man? 


It is his soul, of course. Recently as the old year | 
turned into the new, I spent some time contemplat- 
ing the thoughts of Martin Luther, the great spiritual leader born 


nearly 500 years ago. Especially 


‘Table-Talk.”’ In that book he said, 


did I give attention to his book, 


“There are. three sorts of people: 


the first the common sort, who live secure without remorse of consci- 
ence, acknowledging not their corrupt manners and natures, insen- 
sible of God’s wrath against their sins and careless thereof. 


“The second, those who through 
the law are scared, feel God's 
anger and strive and wrestle with 
despair. 

“The third, those who acknowl- 
edge their sin and God-merited 
wrath, feel themselves conceived 
and born in sin and therefore de- 
serving of perdition, but notwith- 
standing attentively hearken to the 
Gospel and believe that God, out of 
grace for the sake of Jesus Christ, 
forgives sins and so are justified 
before God and afterwards show 
the fruits of their faith by all man- 
ner of good works.”’ 

We have many fine preachers to- 
day but I know of none who are 
suying it better than Luther said it 
in the above sentences. 

Speaking of a Christian and sin, 
this old master of the Faith said: 
“For a Christian, indeed, feels the 
lusts of the flesh but he resists 
them and they have not dominion 
over him: and although now and 
then he stumbles and falls into sin, 
vet it is forgiven him when he rises 
again and holds on to Christ.” 

On the matter of loving concern 
for others, I was inspired by these 
words of Luther: ‘‘There is in Aus- 
tria a monastery which in former 
times was very rich and remained 
rich so long as it was charitable to

His *Rare Electricity’ FF 
Helps Find Water 


The Rev. James C, Hazelton, an evangelist who 
does hospital and jail work mostly, dropped by the 
office the other morning. Mr. Hazelton, a large,

soft-talking, white-haired man,

trees on it and blue waters lapped against a golden beach. In the center 
of Mr. Hazelton’s necktie was a gold tie clasp, in the form of an old- 
fashioned long-handled pump, the kind people used to have in their 


back yards. 

The pump, he said, was in a 
sense the symbol of his profes- 
sion. When he is preaching to 
people, he is providing them with 
the waters of life which restore 
and refresh them. When he is 
not preaching, he locates water 
wells for people, using a forked 
stick. 

The Rev. Mr. Hazelton says he 
can locate underground water be- 
cause he has a rare kind of elec- 
tricity in his body, just as some 
people have a rare kind of blood. 
All liquids and solids, Mr. Hazel- 
ton says, give off rays and em- 
anations and the electricity in his 
body enables him to feel these 
emanations. 


The way Mr. Hazelton works is 
this: He goes to the place where 


‘people want to find water and 


cuts himself a stick. Then he 
pauses for a moment and asks 
the Lord to guide him to the 
water. Then he sets out, walking 
over the land. 

The water, he says, gives off 
two kinds of rays, horizontal and 
vertical. When he feels the stick 
begin to quiver he knows he is 
coming in on a beam. The hori- 
zontal ray is drawing him to the 
water. He walks until he gets 
right over the underground pool 
or stream. He always knows when 
he gets there. The vertical] rays 
take over and pull the stick down. 
Sometimes they pull it down so 


hard it shatters in his hands. 
That means it is a strong, bold- 
flowing stream he has found. 


Then he tells the people, ‘Dig 
here,”’ and tells them how deep 
to dig. The way he knows how 
deep to dig is simple. He just 
measures off how far he had to 
walk after he first felt the pull of 
the horizontal ray before he felt 
the vertical ray take over. He 
won't miss it, he says, more than 
a foot or two. Down at Griffin, 
he says, he told them the water 
was 275 feet down, They hit it 
at 276 feet. . 

The Rev. Mr. Hazelton has 
found water all the way from New 
York to Texas, he says; has 
never had but two failures and 
that was because the people did 
not dig deep enough. Right around 
Atlanta, he says, is the hardest 
Place in the world to find water, 
for the granite rocks are so tight 
the rays have difficulty push- 
ing through. But he finds water 
here all right; he found. a fine 


well, flowing about 50 gallons a 


minute, for a lady out on Ponce 
de Leon.

_ to find water for them he will be 


glad to hear from them. His tele- 
phone number is Drake 3-2111. 
He can’t take any pay for his 
Services, of course, for that is 
against the law.

NEW YORK, Jan. 11 — With

Lady Attlee, wife of former Prime Minister Clem- 
ent Attlee, is a quiet, reserved person who rarely gets

politics and his activities. 

She explains her feelings this 
way: “I was not reared in a 
political background, and you 
might say I, married him in 
spite of his politics. But I later 
joined the Labor Party and 
most certainly support his be- 
liefs.’’ ' 

Lady Attlee is paying her 
first visit to the United States 
while her husband is making a 
limited lecture tour in this 
country and Canada. He spoke 
at Emory Friday night. 

Friday morning she discov- 
ered red bumps on her face. 
An Atlanta specialist reassured 
her that the spots were not seri- 
ous.
